Now we are interested in one to 
keep the grocery bill down. 
If 
we keep the grocery bill low by 
supplying the family with fresh 
vegetables and a surplus to can 
during the spring and sum m er 
months, we 
need to plaid

XX e can get I hat garden off 
a good start if we follow these 
sound gard* n pra< * n es: 
1. 
Early .ami deep plow ing <.f 
the soil which has been enriched 
by well rotted barnyard manure 
at the rate <*f about 50 pounds 
|)<*r square foot. 
If you did not 
apply the manure when the soil 
w as turned, you can add it to t be­ 
hn rows between the rows just 
before planting. 
lf this method 
is followed, use about 20 pounds 
per I OO row feet. This first step, 
getting your soil ready, is most 
important because no vegetable 
is better th an the soil on which it 
is grown. 
2. 
Start plants like tomatoes, 
cabbage, lettuce, pepper and e g g ­ 
plant in a plant bed early so that 
they can be transplanted as the 
soil warms and the danger of 
frost is past. 
In preparing soil 
for plant beds, use a mixture of 
xk garden soil and % well rotted
